Consultants,  William  MacMillan  and  James  Hilbert  ex- 
plained the  basic  notions  about  computers  and  said  that 
"the  major  computer  manufacturers  have  recently  an- 
nounced a  third  generation  of  new  computers,  such  as  the 
IBM  Systems  360,  UNNAC  9200  and  RCA  Spectra  70. 
Their  availability  offers  both  opportunities  and  chal- 
lenges." 

Speaking  further  about  the  new  computers,  Chris  Bohus, 
the  third  consultant,  explained  that  "they  offer  more  out- 
put for  less  cost  and  make  possible  the  economic  use  of 
computer  in  many  small  companies  where  such  use  could 
not  be  justified  heretofore. " 

Mr.  Hilbert  described  system  planning  and  control,  and 
told  the  group  that  "along  with  new  opportunities,  the 
introduction  of  new  computer  systems  also  brings  problems. 
New  programming  aids  are  involved,  sometimes  presenting 
problems  of  delivery  time  as  well  as  other  planning  and 
scheduling  programs  in  the  conversion  to  a  computerized 
system." 

The  Rev.  Melvin  Grunloh,  O.F.M.,  Ph.D.,  assistant  pro- 
fessor at  Quincy  College,  who  acted  as  the  college  liaison 
officer,  said  he  was  pleased  that  "the  seminar  placed 
emphasis  on  the  practical  considerations  of  the  third 
generation  computer  and  its  possible  use  for  the  small  and 
medium  size  company."

College  on  its  final  tour  after  sixteen  years  on  the  concert 
circuit. 

The  quartet  was  organized  in  1951  by  Brubeck  following 
his  success  with  an  experimental  octet  which  won  a  meas- 
ure of  success  as  a  recording  group  and  through  radio  ap- 
pearances.

"We  are  involved  today  in  two  revolutions,  the  technical 
and  social"  visiting  lecturer  Father  Patrick  Ratterman, 
S.J.  told  the  college  audience,  "and  college  students  today 
think  the  social  revolution  is  more  important." 
In  two  lectures  on  the  general  subject  of  rights  and 
freedom  of  students,  Father  Ratterman  expressed  opti- 
mism about  the  future  of  Catholic  colleges  and  pre- 
dicted that  academic  experiences  on  Catholic  campuses 
will  become  even  more  meaningful. 

"300,000,000  Starving  Children  in  Foreign  Countries" 
was  subject  of  talk  by  Dr.  Jack  Metcoff,  M.D.,  pro- 
fessor of  pediatrics  at  Chicago  Medical  school. 
Speaking  on  clinical  nutrition,  Dr.  Metcoff  sought  to 


stimulate  interest  in  the  subject  and  in  allied  medical 
sciences  as  professional  careers. 

Circle  K  International  of  Quincy  College  sponsored  a 
Spring  lecture  and  film  series  on  conflicts  in  contemporary 
living  to  provide  the  service  of  greater  insight  to  those  who 
attended.

A  116  page  Brief  was  prepared  by  History  de- 
partment faculty  and  students  and  approved  by 
alumnus  legal  counsel  in  Chicago,  on  the  whole 
matter.  Possible  end  result  of  this  in-depth  study 
will  be  new  legislation.

Principal  speaker  for  the  annual  Honors  Day  program  at 
Quincy  College  was  Dr.  Mortimer  Adler,  director  of  the 
Institute  for  Philosophical  Research  in  Chicago  and 
author  of  14  well-known  books.

If  one  stops,  one  dies 
to  the  life  of  the  mind. 

Commenting  on  protests  by  college  students,  the  educator 
reminded  the  audience  that  "our  society  is  better  than 
any  earth  society  in  history.  If  what  we  have  isn't  perfect, 
it  won't  be  improved  by  tearing  down  but  only  by  living 
with  it  until  we  can  improve  it."

Senior  center,  Dan  Tolbert  from  Assumption  High  school  in  East  St. 
Louis,  Illinois,  again  led  the  Hawks  in  rebounding  with  an  average  of 
11.7  caroms  per  game.  Last  year  Dan  broke  the  school  rebounding 
record  with  a  total  of  444  in  3 1  games. 


High  individuals  marks  tallied  by  Hawk  players  were:  31  points  by 
Mike  Mathews  in  the  Western  Carolina  game  and  tied  by  Brady's 
31  points  in  the  Iowa  Wesleyan  game.  Mike  ended  up  his  collegiate 
career  by  ranking  5th  among  all  time  scorers  at  Quincy  college  with 
1,321  points  in  three  seasons  of  varsity  competition.

Supervised  student  research  included 
studies  on  photosynthetic  bacteria, 
enteric  bacteria  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  mastitis,  comparative  soils, 
rhabdites  of  dumbcane  and  survey  of 
local  mosquitoes. 

Faculty  research  sponsored  by  grants 
included  the  effects  of  floods  on 
springtails,  another  on  CO 2  fixation 


in  sulfate-reducing  bacteria,  and  field 
study  in  Puerto  Rico. 

The  department  also  cooperated 
closely  with  the  Adams  County 
Health  department  in  a  pilot  mosquito 
survey  project  which  will,  hopefully, 
be  greatly  expanded  during  the  next 
two  years. 

In  addition,  the  department  received 
grants  for  purchase  of  equipment  in 
an  improvement  program.

PROGRAM  OF 
LIBRARY  SCIENCE 


In  this  field,  opportunities  are  unlimited  because 
there  are  at  least  120,000  jobs  open  for  librarians 
today  in  a  wide  variety  of  positions. 

Some  specialize  in  certain  areas  such  as  reference, 
cataloguing;  others  at  certain  levels  such  as  high 
school  librarians,  public  librarians,  college  librar- 
ians; others  as  specialists  in  government  libraries, 
or  for  certain  companies  such  as  cosmetics,  rub- 
ber, steel. 

Two  important  courses,  reading  guidance  for  chil- 
dren, and  reading  guidance  for  young  people  were 
concerned  with  selection,  evaluation,  and  ap- 
preciation of  literature,  and  methods  of  reading  in 
keeping  with  needs,  interests  and  ability. 

Courses  in  reference  work  were  particularly  bene- 
ficial, and  frequently  library  science  students  who 
have  taken  these  courses  helped  other  students  in 
the  library. 

Two  courses  in  processing  library  materials  and 
administration  of  the  library  were  basic  to  the  stud- 
ies of  the  future  librarian;  students,  after  taking 
these  courses,  often  work  in  the  library  applying  the 
principles  set  forth  in  the  courses. 

The  majority  of  those  taking  courses  in  library  sci- 
ence work  in  some  library,  usually  the  college  li- 
brary, and  put  to  practice  what  they  have  studied.
